Dr.  W.  W.  Kulski,  James  B.  Duke  Professor  of 
Russian  Affairs  and  Comparative  Government,  will 
present  the  first  of  the  annual  Student  Union  Last 
Lecture  Series  on  Monday,  January  10th  at  7  :30  p.m.

A  native  of  Poland  Professor  Kulski 's  academic 
training  included  a  Master  of  Law  degree  from  the 
Warsaw  School  of  Law  and  Doctor  of  Law  from  the 
Paris  School  of  Law.  His  long  and  distinguished 
Polish  diplomatic  service  began  in  1928  as  a  delegate 
to  the  League  of  Nations  as  a  legal  and  political 
expert.  Author  of  the  Polish  memorandum  on  moral 
disarmament,  he  was  also  negotiator  of  the  British- 
Polish  Mutual  Assistance  treaty  which  formed  the 
diplomatic  basis  for  the  British  declaration  of  war  on 
Nazi  Germany.  He  was  later  secretary-general  of  the 
Polish  delegation  which  negotiated  the  Polish-Czecho- 
slovak federation  1940-44. 

Professor  Kulski  has  lectured  widely  in  the  United 
States  and  before  coming  to  Duke  in  1963  held  suc- 
cessive teaching  posts  at  the  University  of  Alabama 
and  Syracuse  University.  He  has  had  numerous 
publications  and  awards  and  is  recognized  as  an 
authority  in  International  Relations,  International 
Law  and  Comparative  Government,  in  particular  the 
Soviet  Government.

18th  Century  Paintings 

The  Art  Department  is  now  exhibiting  in  the 
Gallery  of  the  East  Campus  Library,  a  group  of 
Eighteenth  Century  paintings  from  the  collection  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  L.  Manning  of  New  York.  The 
paintings,  some  fifty  in  number  include  examples 
from  all  the  major  Italian  schools  of  the  period  as 
well  as  from  the  French  school.

Mr.  Manning  is  Director  of  the  Art  Gallery  of 
Finch  College  in  New  York  City,  where  he  has 
organized  over  the  last  half  dozen  years  an  extraor- 
dinary series  of  exhibitions  devoted  to  various 
aspects  of  the  history  of  European  painting.  Mrs. 
Manning  is  the  daughter  of  the  late  William  Suida, 
one  of  the  most  prominent  figures  in  recent  American 
art  history,  and  advisor  to  the  Kress  Foundation  for 
many  years.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Manning  are  both  dis- 
tinguished art  historians  and  their  private  collection 
of  paintings  is  one  of  the  most  extensive  in  this 
country.

Corporations,  as  well  as  the  Southern  Railroad,  and 
also  director  and  vice-chairman  of  the  Federal  Re- 
serve Bank  of  Atlanta  and  a  director  of  the  United 
States  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Gilbert,  is  an  independently  wealthy  man  who 
has  for  the  past  26  years  assumed  the  role  of  a  cor- 
porate gad-fly.

The  Third  Annual  Conference  on  the  Ministry, 
sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Religion,  The  Di- 
vinity School,  and  the  Religious  Life  Staff  will  be 
held  on  Friday,  February  18th  through  Sunday, 
February  20th.

The  Reverend 
Joseph  "W.  Mathews,  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
Ecumenical  Institute  of  Chicago,  a  research  center 
and  theological  training  school  for  both  clergy  and 
laity  of  all  denominations  from  all  parts  of  the 
country.  A  Methodist  minister,  he  has  been  pastor, 
college  professor,  and  military  chaplain,  and  has 
traveled  and  lectured  throughout  the  world.  For 
many  years  he  was  director  of  studies  for  the 
Christian  Faith-and-Life  Community  in  Austin, 
Texas,  where  he  pioneered  in  setting  up  courses  in 
theology  and  culture  which  would  awaken  churchmen 
to  their  responsibilities  as  Christians  today. 

Dr.  Ralph  W.  Sockman  is  minister  emeritus  of 
Christ  Church,  Methodist,  in  New  York  City,  where 
he  served  for  forty-four  years,  and  director  of  the 
Hall  of  Fame  for  Great  Americans  at  New  York 
University.  For  almost  thirty-five  years  his  ministry 
was  extended  to  the  entire  country  through  the  Na- 
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tional  Radio  Pulpit.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  first 
Assembly  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  and  has 
also  served  as  Visiting  Professor  of  Homiletics  at 
Yale  Divinity  School  and  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary. Called  the  "Dean  of  the  American  Protestant 
Pulpit,"  he  has  been  granted  honorary  degrees  by7 
many  universities,  including  Duke.

Limon 's,  "A  Choreographic  Offering"  and  "Missa 
Brevis. "  Commissioned  by  Connecticut  College  and 
choreographed  by  Jose  Limon  using  Johann  Sebastian 
Bach's  "The  Musical  Offering,"  "A  Choreographic 
Offering"  is  in  memory  of  Doris  Humphrey  and  is 
based  on  movements  from  her  dances. 

The  "Missa  Brevis"  is  also  choreographed  by 
Limon  after  his  company  toured  Europe  for  the  State 
Department  and  he  saw  the  dreadful  devastation  in 
Poland.  Using  Zoltan  Kodaly's  "Missa  Brevis  in 
Tempore  Belli,"  (composed  at  the  end  of  World  War 
II  and  first  performed  in  the  cellar  of  a  bombed-out 
church  in  Budapest)  Limon  writes,  "Missa  Brevis" 
was  choreographed  as  an  act  of  expiation.  "It  is  an 
angry  work,  but  I  wanted  it  to  point  to  abiding 
faith." 

The  Limon  Company  comes  to  Duke  from  Wash- 
ington where  the  two  works  to  be  performed  here, 
were  presented  in  the  Crossing  of  the  Washington 
Cathedral  with  orchestra,  organ  and  full  choir.  These 
historic  performances  presage  a  unique  experience 
for  those  attending  the  Limon  Company's  appearance 
at  Duke. 

Jose  Limon,  an  artist  with  a  vision,  has  long  been 
an  innovator  in  the  field  of  dance.  Typical  of  his 
understanding  of  the  needs  of  the  dance  world  is  his 
acceptance  of  the  invitation  to  become  artistic  di- 
rector of  the  American  Dance  Theater,  a  repertory 
company  of  Modern  Dance  that  made  its  debut  at 
the  New  York  State  Theater  in  November  1964  and 
also  performed  more  recently  in  March  1965.  In 
recent  years  Mr.  Limon  has  augmented  his  choreo- 
graphic horizons.  He  has  produced  works  of  major 
proportions  both  as  to  the  length  and  casting,  such 
as  the  "Missa  Brevis,"  "A  Choreographic  Offering" 
and  the  latest  "My  Son  My  Enemy."  Previous 
works  such  as  "The  Moor's  Pavane, "  "There  Is  A 
Time,"  "The  Traitor"  and  "Emporer  Jones"  ap- 
pear in  retrospect  as  preparations  for  this  latest 
achievement,  the  choreographic  form  of  symphonic 
dimension.  Jose  Limon  has  brought  international 
attention  to  the  contemporary  American  Dance.  He 
and  his  company  have  made  four  international  tours 
for  the  State  Department  to  South  America,  Europe 
and  the  Far  East,  as  well  as  yearly  tours  of  the 
United  States.  He  has  taught  at  Bennington  and 
Sarah  Lawrence  College  and  the  American  Dance

INFORMATION 

Application  blanks  are  now  available  at  the 
Flowers  Information  Desk  for  the  identification  cards 
necessary  to  utilize  the  youth  fare.  These  applica- 
tions must  be  processed  through  a  travel  agency  or 
an  airline  office. 

The  reduced-rate  "youth  fares"  (for  those  12 
through  21  years  of  age)  are  generally  one  half  the 
price  of  regular  one-way  jet  coach  tickets,  and  are 
sold  on  a  stand-by  basis.  That  is,  a  student  or  other 
young  person  traveling  under  these  discount  fares 
may  board  one  of  Eastern's  flights  when  space  is 
available  after  regular  revenue  passengers  and  half- 
fare    military    personnel    have    been    accommodated. 

To  qualify  for  the  reduced  rates,  "youth  fare" 
applicants  are  requested  to  hold  a  special  Eastern 
Airlines  identification  card,  for  which  there  is  a 
nominal  charge  of  $3.00.  These  are  issued  upon 
presentation  of  suitable  proof  of  age,  which  may  be 
through  a  birth  certificate,  passport,  draft  card, 
driver's  license  or  other  legal  document.

ART  EXHIBITIONS  IN  WEST  GALLERY 

The  Student  Union  exhibition  of  silk  screen 
studies  by  Josef  Albers  and  two  pieces  of  kinetic 
sculpture  by  Harry  Kramer  will  continue  to  be  on 
display  in  the  Gallery  of  the  West  Union  Building 
through  Wednesday,  March  23rd. 

The  silk  screen  studies  compiled  in  1963  by  Ger- 
man born  Josef  Albers  from  the  works  of  his  students 
at  Yale  University  were  originally  done  in  the 
medium  of  colored  paper  as  projects  for  his  class  in 
color.  From  the  theory  and  didactic  exercises  came 
insights  into  the  essence  and  potential  of  color  that 
make  these  studies  works  of  art.  The  prints  are  from 
the  large  collection  of  some  150  works  "Interaction 
of  Color"  loaned  by  the  Duke  University  Library's 
Rare  Book  Rooms. 

The  wire  sculptures  by  the  young  German  artist, 
Harry  Kramer,  exemplify  this  year's  electronic- 
kinetic  trend.  Mr.  Kramer  calls  his  wire  structures 
"automobile  sculptures,"  meaning  self-powered 
rather  than  referring  to  the  Detroit  chariots.  Firmly 
made,  yet  airy  in  space,  they  are  like  three-dimen- 
sional line  drawings,  remindful  of  Paul  Klee's  linear 
fantasies.  The  main  structures  are  static,  but  they 
enclose  moving  wheels,  electrically  powered.  The 
sculptures  are  neither  as  trivial  nor  as  whimsical  as 
they  sound.  There  is  a  wonderfully  deadpan  wit 
about  them  and  as  abstract  designs,  all  else  aside, 
they  are  extremelv  ornamental.

2.  Cars,  motorcycles  and  motor  scooters  are  NOT  allowed  within 
the  Forest  or  on  Forest  roads  except  at  the  four  improved 
picnic  sites. 

3.  Gates  must  NOT  be  blocked  at  any  time.  The  roads  are  for 
emergency  use  as  well  as  normal  access  in  the  operation  of 
the  Forest. 

4.  No  trees,  brush  or  grasses  may  be  cut,  scarred,  or  in  any 
way  mutilated  as  such  damage  will  destroy  research  proj- 
ects. 

5.  Hunting  or  shooting  of  fire  arms  and  air  rifles  is  NOT 
permitted. 

The  foregoing  rules  are  to  protect  the  large  in- 
vestment in  time,  money,  and  human  energy  on  re- 
search projects  established  within  the  Duke  Forest. 

Recreational  use  of  the  Forest  in  the  form  of 
hiking,  picnicking,  and  fishing  is  permitted  as  long  as 
the  five  Forest  rules  are  not  violated.  Keys  to  the 
four  improved  picnic  sites  may  be  checked  out  and  the 
sites  reserved  at  the  Duke  Forest  Office  in  the  Biologi- 
cal Sciences  Building,  West  Campus.

Important  changes  have  recently  been  made  in  the 
administration  of  awards  for  faculty  members.

The  schedule  for  nomi- 
nating and  selecting  both  research  and  lecturing 
grantees  is  being  accelerated. 

It  is  expected  that,  as  a  result  of  these  changes, 
word  of  final  action  will  reach  applicants  sooner  than 
in  the  past,  enabling  them  and  their  institutions  to 
plan  with  more  lead-time  and  with  greater  certainty 
for  leaves  of  absence.

The  annual  Film  Festival  of  the  Student  Union 
Visual  Arts  Committee  will  be  presented  on  Sunday 
and  Monday  nights,  April  17th  and  18th.

Considered  by  Griffith  as  his 
formal  masterpiece  and  as  a  reply  to  critics  of  his 
celebrated  Birth  of  a  Nation,  Intolerance  is  perhaps 
the  foremost  example  of  the  technique  of  cutting 
and  editing  upon  which  all  motion  picture  art  de- 
pends, and  a  supremely  important  milestone  in  the 
development  of  the  film  as  an  art  form. 

On  the  18th  at  6:00  p.m.  Robert  Weine's  The 
Cabinet  of  Dr.  Caligari  (1920),  the  forerunner  of  the 
German  expressionist  and  experimental  films,  praised 
for  its  absorbing  projection  of  the  mental  state  of  its 
narrator,  will  be  shown,  followed  at  8 :00  p.m.  by 
Sergei  Eisenstein's  Ten  Days  that  Shook  the  World 
(1928).  Universally  acclaimed  as  Russia's  greatest 
director,  Eisenstein  in  this  re-creation  of  the  Russian 
Revolution  did  not  seek  to  present  unbiased  history, 
but  rather  an  "ideological  montage,"  a  political 
cartoon  of  carefully  produced  impressions  and  images 
assembled  according  to  the  same  principles  of  editing 
and  cutting  employed  by  Griffith,  but  raised  by  Eisen- 
stein to  a  true  artistic  science.

On  the  17th,  at  6:00  p.m.,  Carl-Theodore  Dreyer's 
intensely  moving  and  starkly  poetic  The  Passion  of 
Joan  of  Arc  (1928),  inspired  by  contemporary  docu- 
ments on  the  trial  and  death  of  the  Maid  of  Orleans, 
will  be  presented,  followed  at  8 :00  p.m.  by  D.  W. 
Griffith's  Intolerance  (1916).  Considered  by  Griffith 
as  his  formal  masterpiece  and  as  a  reply  to  critics  of 
his  celebrated  Birth  of  a  Nation,  Intolerance  is  perhaps 
the  foremost  example  of  the  technique  of  cutting 
and  editing  upon  which  all  motion  picture  art  de- 
pends, and  a  supremely  important  milestone  in  the 
development  of  the  film  as  an  art  form. 

On  the  18th  at  6:00  p.m.  Robert  Weine's  The 
Cabinet  of  Dr.  Caligari  (1920),  the  forerunner  of  the 
German  expressionist  and  experimental  films,  praised 
for  its  absorbing  projection  of  the  mental  state  of  its 
narrator,  will  be  shown,  followed  at  8:00  p.m.  by 
Sergei  Eisenstein's  Ten  Days  that  Shook  the  World 
(1928).  Universally  acclaimed  as  Russia's  greatest 
director,  Eisenstein  in  this  re-creation  of  the  Russian 
Revolution  did  not  seek  to  present  unbiased  history, 
but   rather    an    "ideological    montage,"    a    political 


cartoon  of  carefully  produced  impressions  and  images 
assembled  according  to  the  same  principles  of  editing 
and  cutting  employed  by  Griffith,  but  raised  by  Eisen- 
stein to  a  true  artistic  science.

The  soloist,  Mr.  Kobayashi  was  born  in  Tokyo, 
Japan  and  made  his  debut  at  16  in  his  home  city 
Tokyo  with  the  Tokyo  Philharmonic.  He  presented 
concerts  and  radio  broadcasts  in  his  homeland  before 
coming  to  the  United  States  in  1952  to  the  Juilliard 
School  of  Music,  New  York  City,  where  he  studied 
with  Louis  Persinger  and  Ivan  Galamian.  Later 
studies  at  Aspen,  Colorado  with  Symon  Goldberg 
brought  him  to  New  York  for  his  debut  in  1961  in 
Town  Hall.  A  concert  tour  of  Europe  followed. 
He  has  been  a  member  of  and  soloist  with  the  N.  C. 
Symphony  for  three  seasons,  1959-60-61  and  returned 
for  this  1966  season  as  concert  master. 

Newcomers  to  the  area  will  be  interested  in  know- 
ing that  the  N.  C.  Symphony  is  the  first  state- 
supported  symphony  in  the  United  States  and  receives 
support  from  the  state  through  legislative  appropria- 
tions each  biennium.  Founded  in  1932  by  the  late 
Lamar  Stringfield,  N.  C.  Pulitzer  Prize  winning 
composer-conductor  and  founder  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina's  Institute  of  Folk  Music,  the 
orchestra  performs  across  the  entire  state  in  both  its 
"Little  Symphony"  form  with  some  thirty-five 
musicians  and  in  full  orchestra  with  sixty-five  mem- 
bers. This  year  memberships  in  Symphony  Society 
chapters  throughout  the  state  will  provide  a  total  of 
113  concerts — 72  daytime  concerts  for  school  children 
(admission  free)  and  41  evening  concerts  for  adult 
members  and  guests.  In  Durham  alone  over  8,300 
children  attended  the  1965  concert.  Mrs.  Adeline 
McCall,  a  member  of  the  Duke  Music  Faculty,  heads 
the  N.  C.  Symphony's  Children  Division  and  prepares 
the  excellent  booklet  used  in  the  schools  to  prepare 
the  children  for  a  greater  understanding  and  ap- 
preciation of  the  concerts. 


LAW  SCHOOL  LECTURE 

The  Honorable  Charles  S.  Desmond,  Chief  Justice 
of  the  State  of  New  York's  highest  court,  the  Court 
of  Appeals,  will  lecture  at  the  Law  School  on  Friday, 
May  13th  at  11 :00  a.m.  in  the  Court  Room.  Mr. 
Chief  Justice  Desmond's  lecture  on  "The  Police  and 
the  Courts"  will  be  the  15th  and  final  lecture  spon- 
sored during  this  academic  year  by  the  Committee 
on  Professional  Affairs  of  the  Duke  Bar  Association. 

Mr.  Chief  Justice  Desmond,  a  former  law  pro- 
fessor at  Cornell  University,  was  a  practicing  attorney 
in  Buffa'o,  New  York,  before  being  elected  to  the 
Court  of  Appeals  in  1940.  He  has  served  as  Chief 
Justice  since  1961.  In  addition  to  many  scholarly 
articles  in  the  legal  periodicals,  Mr.  Chief  Justice 
Desmond  is  the  author  of  two  books,  "Through  The 
Courtroom  Window,"  devoted  to  his  hobby  of  seek- 
ing out  unusual  court  cases,  and  "Sharp  Quillets  of 
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the  Law,"  a  similar  volume,  which  its  author  says 
makes  no  claim  to  "profundity,  legal  learning  or 
felicity  of  style,"  but  rather  represents  "the  strangest 
of  the  strange  tales  told  in  the  records  of  tens  and 
tens  of  thousands  of  decisions  made  by  the  New 
York  Court  of  Appeals." 

Mr.  Chief  Justice  Desmond  has  been  in  the  news 
in  recent  months  because  of  his  attack  on  the  crime 
war  being  waged  by  New  York  Governor  Nelson 
Rockefeller.  In  a  rare,  extrajudicial  speech,  the 
justice  lashed  at  the  Governor  for  doing  a  job  "too 
meager  and  too  slow."  Such  criticism  by  a  Court 
of  Appeals  judge  is  unusual — members  of  the  tri- 
bunal rarely  discuss  public  officials  or  inject  them- 
selves into  public  controversy.  Particular  emphasis 
was  put  by  Mr.  Chief  Justice  Desmond  on  a  campaign 
to  curb  the  sale  and  use  of  narcotics,  and  also  on 
plans  for  more  comprehensive  training  for  local 
police,  a  state-wide  minimum  pay  scale  for  local 
police,  and  a  requirement  that  district  attorneys  of 
counties  with  large  populations  spend  full  time  on  the 
job.

Recreational  use  of  the  Forest  in  the  form  of 
hiking,  picnicking,  and  fishing  is  permitted  as  long 
as  the  five  Forest  rules  are  not  violated.

2)  Cars,  motorcycles  and  motor  scooters  are  not 
allowed  within  the  Forest  or  on  Forest  roads 
except  at  the  4  improved  picnic  sites. 

3)  Gates  must  not  be  blocked  at  any  time.     The 


roads  are  for  emergency  use  as  well  as  normal 
access  in  the  operation  of  the  Forest. 

4)  No  trees,  brush  or  grasses  may  be  cut,  scarred, 
or  in  any  way  mutilated  as  such  damage  will 
destroy  research  projects. 

5)  Hunting  or  shooting  of  fire  anns  and  air  rifles 
are  not  permitted. 

The  foregoing  rules  are  to  protect  the  large  in- 
vestment in  time,  money,  and  human  energy  on  re- 
search projects  established  within  the  Duke  Forest. 

Recreational  use  of  the  Forest  in  the  form  of 
hiking,  picnicking,  and  fishing  is  permitted  as  long 
as  the  five  Forest  rules  are  not  violated. 

A  picnic  site  may  be  reserved  and  the  key  checked 
out  ($1.00  deposit  on  key  required)  at  the  Duke  Forest 
Office  in  the  Biological  Sciences  Building,  West 
Campus — extension  2198.  There  is  no  charge  for  the 
use  of  the  picnic  areas.

The  August  Bulletin  on  United  States  Government 
Grants  under  the  Fulbright-Hays  Act  lists  approxi- 
mately 175  openings  for  1967-68  in  Latin  America, 
Europe,  the  Near  East,  South  and  East  Asia,  and 
Africa  for  which  applications  are  still  being  accepted.

The  eminent  Swiss  pianist,  Paul  Baumgartner, 
will  appear  in  the  Music  Room  of  East  Duke  Building 
on  Monday,  October  3rd  at  8  :15  P.M.  on  the  occasion 
of  his  first  American  tour.

A  selection  of  some  forty  antiquities  from  the 
Ullman  Collection  is  now  on  display  in  the  foyer  of 
the  Rare  Book  Room  on  West  Campus.  The  collection 
was  formed  over  many  years  by  the  late  Professor 
B.  L.  Ullman  of  Chapel  Hill  and  has  been  placed  on 
loan  to  the  Duke  Department  of  Classical  Studies 
through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Gertrude  E.  Ullman 
of  Washington,  D.C.  These  items  provide  an  un- 
usually wide  conspectus  of  the  arts  and  crafts  of 
ancient  Italy,  from  the  Villanovan  period  to  the  later 
empire.  Further  pieces  illustrating  building  tech- 
niques and  everyday  life  will  be  placed  on  exhibit 
during  the  course  of  the  year. 


METHODIST  CENTER  ART  EXHIBITION 

The  Methodist  Center  will  sponsor  an  art  exhibi- 
tion daily,  through  November  4th  from  9 :00  a.m. 
until  9 :00  p.m.  at  the  Methodist  Center.  An  ex- 
hibit of  serigraphs  by  Sister  Mary  Corita  will  be  pre- 
sented. Sister  Corita 's  work  changes  the  traditional 
form  and  emphasis  of  religious  art,  using  the  bright 
pop  colors  and  signs  of  the  marketplace  to  express 
visually  the  unity  of  the  sacred  and  secular  worlds. 
''She  ties  up  soup  labels  with  philosophical  quota- 
tions and  illustrates  with  almost  uncomfortable  pre- 
cision how  difficult  it  must  be  for  us,  the  viewers,  to 
disentangle  these  commodities  in  our  own  lives." 
These  serigraphs  are  a  study  in  art,  not  for  art's  sake, 
but  for  man 's  sake. 

Sister  Corita  has  had  more  than  200  one-man  shows 
here  and  abroad.  Her  works  are  part  of  public  and 
private  collections  in  a  number  of  distinguished 
museums,  including  the  Metropolitan  in  New  York 
and  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art. 


ART  EXHIBITION 
"THEATRE,  BALLET,  CIRCUS" 

Nine  art  exhibitions  have  been  scheduled  by  the 
Student  Union  Visual  Arts  Committee  for  the  coming 
year.    These  exhibits  may  be  seen  from  8 :00  a.m.  until 


10 :00  p.m.  daily  in  the  Gallery  of  the  West  Union 
Building.  The  opening  exhibition  was  a  showing  of 
the  Student  Union's  own  collection  of  original  works 
which  include  many  examples  of  contemporary 
graphic  arts  (lithographs,  woodcuts,  engravings  and 
aquatints).  The  exhibit  which  will  hang  October  2-21 
is  entitled  "Theatre,  Ballet,  Circus"  and  is  on  loan 
from  the  George  Binet  Print  Collection,  Brimfield, 
Massachusetts.

Well  over  half  of  the  prints  are  in  colors  with 
lithography,  etching,  aquatint  woodcut  and  linocut 
media  employed  both  in  color  prints  and  black  and 
white. 

Included  in  the  collection  are  works  by  such 
distinguished  artists  as  Raoul  Dufy,  Henri  Fantin- 
Latour,  Henri  Matisse,  Picasso,  Toulouse-Lautrec. 
Campigli,  Stradone,  Hans  Erni  and  Goya.

The  pioneer  and  largest  organization  engaged  in 
arranging  for  international  exchange  opportunities  is 
The  Experiment  in  International  Living.  This  Ver- 
mont-based organization  has  been  arranging  for  "peo- 
ple to  learn  to  live  together  by  living  together"  since 
1932.  Some  22,000  young  Americans  have  "ex- 
perimented" all  over  the  world  during  the  past  35 
years.  A  typical  Experiment  program  comprises  a 
one-month  family  living  experience  followed  by  a 
second  month  of  traveling  with  about  ten  other 
Americans  and  an  equal  number  of  native  counter- 
parts. 

In  addition  to  these  regular  programs,  a  variety 
of  special  programs — both  in  type  and  geographic 
location — will  be  offered  in  1967.  They  include  co- 
operative work  projects  in  Argentina.  Belgium,  Cana- 
da, Ethiopia,  Ghana,  Nigeria  and  Tanzania  ;  opportuni- 
ties to  teach  English  as  a  foreign  language  in  Japan 
and  Poland ;  and  social  service  projects  in  the  British 
Virgin  Islands,   Canada,  Mexico   and   Switzerland. 

There  will  also  be  study  programs  devoted  to 
French  civilization  in  France,  chamber  music  in  Ger- 
many, and  political  science  in  Czechoslovakia.  A 
program  for  medical  students  in  Nigeria,  for  stu- 
dent and  graduate  nurses  in  India  and  hiking  in 
Switzerand  complete  the  list  of  special  offerings. 

All  of  these  programs  will  include  the  traditional 
"homestay"  experience.  The  standard  "informal" 
trip  will  be  shortened,  eliminated,  or  become  the 
vehicle  for  the  special  work  and  study  features. 

Although  there  is  a  fee  for  all  Experiment  pro- 
grams financial  assistance  is  available  to  qualified 
applicants  in  the  form  of  scholarships  or  non-interest 
bearing  loans.  Because  this  is  a  popular  program,  those 
interested  in  applying  are  urged  to  do  so  as  early  as 
possible.  Application  deadline  is  March  13,  with  a 
cut-off  date  of  February  13  for  those  seeking  scholar- 
ships. Loans  are  given  on  a  firsf-come,  first-served 
basis  while  funds  last.

PETE  SEEGER 

Pete  Seeger,  credited  with  the  major  responsibility 
for  the  renascence  of  folk  music  in  the  United  States, 
will  be  brought  back  for  another  Duke  concert  by 
the  Student  Union's  Performing  Arts  Committee  on 
Friday,  November  4th  at  8 :15  p.m.  in  Page  Audi- 
torium. Some  eight  years  ago,  Mr.  Seeger  played  and 
sang  to — and  with — one  of  the  happiest  "SRO- 
houses"  Page  Auditorium  has  ever  held. 

A  remarkably  influential  figure  in  the  world  of 
American  music,  a  kind  of  elder  statesman  of  Ameri- 
can folk  music,  Pete  Seeger  is  more  than  a  singer 
and  a  source  of  inspiration  for  other  singers.  He  is 
a  virtuoso  instrumentalist,  a  folklorist,  a  film  maker, 
an  archivist,  a  teacher,  a  promoter,  a  generous  patron 
of  folk  singers  from  abroad,  an  anthologizer  of  folk 
songs  and  a  gifted  composer. 

Born  in  New  York  of  parents  who  were  profes- 
sionals in  the  music  field,  Pete  Seeger  left  Harvard 
before  graduation  for  unsuccessful  tries  at  art  and 
journalism.  Then  he  turned  to  folk  music  to  which 
he  had  been  introduced  in  1935  when  his  father  took 
him  to  a  North  Carolina  square  dance  and  folk  song 
festival.  Here  he  first  heard  and  fell  in  love  with 
the  long-necked  5-string  banjo  which  is  now  his  trade- 
mark. 

After  that  he  spent  some  time  with  Alan  Lomax 
in  the  American  folk  music  archives  in  the  Library 
of  Congress,  for  a  period  before  World  War  II 
"hoboed  around"  with  his  banjo,  from  1942-1945 
was  in  the  armed  forces,  joined  the  Almanacs,  a  sing- 
ing group  of  noted  folk  artists,  helped  form  the 
Weavers,  and  generally  popularized  folk  music  as 
America's  troubador. 

Due  in  great  part  to  his  influence,  folk  song  clubs 
have  started  in  hundreds  of  colleges,  night  clubs  have 
taken  up  folk  music,  and  it  has  become  popular  on 
radio  and  television.  His  infectiously  happy  voice 
and  versatile  banjo  have  made  him  loved  and  sought 
after  throughout  the  nation,  indeed  all  over  the  world.

Dr.  Arthur  Poister,  distinguished  organist,  will 
present  an  organ  recital  on  Sunday,  November  13th, 
in  the  University  Chapel  at  4:00  p.m.  The  public 
is  cordially  invited  to  attend.  Dr.  Poister,  Head  of 
the  Organ  Department  at  the  School  of  Music  and 
Fine  Arts,  Syracuse  University,  Syracuse,  New  York, 
will  also  conduct  an  Organ  Master  Class  at  2 :00  p.m. 
on  Saturday,  November  12th,  in  Baldwin  Auditorium. 

The  career  of  Arthur  Poister  has  reflected  in  its 
orderly  contours  the  premeditation  so  apparent  in 
his  own  artistry.  Not  content  with  an  unusually  ex- 
pressive talent,  Mr.  Poister  has  coordinated  his  tech- 
nique with  the  discipline  of  musical  scholarship,  which 
has  in  turn  succeeded  in  making  his  concert  perfor- 
mances as  remarkable  for  dexterity  as  for  sensitive 
understanding.  It  is  not  by  coincidence  that  Mr. 
Poister  has  achieved  particular  recognition  as  an 
interpreter  of  the  unperturbed  intricacies  and  pure 
precisions  of  Bach. 

Born  in  Ohio,  Mr.  Poister  received  his  early  organ 
training  with  various  teachers  in  that  state.  There- 
after, while  serving  as  church  organist  in  Sioux  City 
and  passing  examinations  into  the  American  Guild 
of  Organists,  he  pursued  a  continuing  program  of 
study  under  leading  teachers  both  in  America  and 
abroad.  He  received  his  Bachelor  of  Music  and  Master 
of  Music  degrees  from  the  American  Conservatory  in 
Chicago  where  he  also  studied  piano  with  Joseph 
Lhevinne  and  organ  with  Wilhelm  Middelschulte.  In 
Paris,  he  spent  two  years  studying  organ,  composition 
and  extemporization  with  Marcel  Dupre.  In  Leipzig 
he  studied  all  aspects  of  organ  music  and  theory  with 
Gunther  Ramin,  Gunther  Raphael,  and  responded 
especially  to  the  guidance  of  Dr.  Karl  Straube. 
Meanwhile,  in  1928,  Mr.  Poister  was  appointed  Pro- 
fessor of  Organ  at  the  University  of  Redlands,  Cali- 
fornia. In  1937  he  became  Professor  of  Organ  at  the 
University  of  Minnesota,  and  the  next  year  accepted 
the  post  as  Professor  of  Organ  at  Oberlin  Conserva- 
tory of  Music.  In  1948  he  accepted  the  position  as 
Professor  of  Organ  at  Syracuse  University  where  he 
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has  beeu  instrumental  in  installing  two  large  organs 
of  modern,  classic  design,  as  well  as  six  studio  organs. 

Deeply  interested  in  the  organ  works  of  J.  S.  Bach, 
Poister  presented  the  complete  organ  literature  of 
Bach  in  a  series  of  twenty  recitals  and  twelve  lectures 
at  the  University  of  Redlands,  California  from  Novem- 
ber, 1929  to  March,  1930.  His  reputation  as  an  inter- 
preter of  Bach  has  resulted  in  invitations  to  present 
all-Bach  programs  in  solo  recitals  and  Bach  Festivals 
in  numerous  cities  in  the  U.  S.  and  Canada.  He  has 
been  recitalist  for  the  National  Conventions  of  the 
American  Guild  of  Organists  in  1930,  1931,  1933,  1950, 
and  1954.  In  recent  years  he  has  been  invited  by  many 
Guild  Chapters,  Schools  of  Music  and  conventions 
of  the  American  Guild  of  Organists  to  conduct  classes 
in  organ  playing.  He  has  justly  earned  the  reputation 
of  being  one  of  the  outstanding  American  teachers 
for  organ,  an  eminent  musician  and  performer.

Dr.  Arthur  Poister,  distinguished  organist,  will 
present  an  organ  recital  on  Sunday,  November  13th, 
in  the  University  Chapel  at  4:00  p.m.  The  public 
is  cordially  invited  to  attend.  Dr.  Poister,  Head  of 
the  Organ  Department  at  the  School  of  Music  and 
Pine  Arts,  Syracuse  University,  Syracuse,  New  York, 
will  also  conduct  an  Organ  Master  Class  at  2 :00  p.m. 
on  Saturday,  November  12th,  in  Baldwin  Auditorium. 

The  career  of  Arthur  Poister  has  reflected  in  its 
orderly  contours  the  premeditation  so  apparent  in 
his  own  artistry.  Not  content  with  an  unusually  ex- 
pressive talent,  Mr.  Poister  has  coordinated  his  tech- 
nique with  the  discipline  of  musical  scholarship,  which 
has  in  turn  succeeded  in  making  his  concert  perfor- 
mances as  remarkable  for  dexterity  as  for  sensitive 
understanding.  It  is  not  by  coincidence  that  Mr. 
Poister  has  achieved  particular  recognition  as  an 
interpreter  of  the  unperturbed  intricacies  and  pure 
precisions  of  Bach. 

Deeply  interested  in  the  organ  works  of  J.  S.  Bach. 
Poister  presented  the  complete  organ  literature  of 
Bach  in  a  series  of  twenty  recitals  and  twelve  lectures 
at  the  University  of  Redlands,  California  from  Novem- 
ber, 1929  to  March,  1930.  His  reputation  as  an  inter- 
preter of  Bach  has  resulted  in  invitations  to  present 
all-Bach  programs  in  solo  recitals  and  Bach  Festivals 
in  numerous  cities  in  the  U.  S.  and  Canada.  He  has 
been  recitalist  for  the  National  Conventions  of  the 
American  Guild  of  Organists  in  1930, 1931, 1933,  1950, 
and  1954.  In  recent  vears  he  has  been  invited  bv  manv 


Guild  Chapters,  Schools  of  Music  and  conventions 
of  the  American  Guild  of  Organists  to  conduct  classes 
in  organ  playing.  He  has  justly  earned  the  reputation 
of  being  one  of  the  outstanding  American  teachers 
for  organ,  an  eminent  musician  and  performer.

DUKE  ARTISTS  SERIES:  JULIAN  BREAM 

On  Tuesday  evening,  November  15th,  the  Duke 
University  Artists  Series  will  present  Julian  Bream  in 
Page  Auditorium  at  8 :15  p.m. 

A  native  of  London,  Bream  as  a  child  began  to 
play  the  piano  and  his  father's  guitar.  In  1944,  for 
his  11th  birthday,  his  father  presented  him  with  an 
old  Spanish  guitar  with  gut  strings.  Within  a  year, 
Bream  had  won  the  fancy  of  the  Philharmonic  Society 
of  Guitarists  and  had  studied  with  the  Society's  presi- 
dent— studies  which  eventually  led  to  a  meeting  and 
several  lessons  with  the  great  Andres  Segovia. 

Studies  at  the  Royal  College  of  Music,  where  he 
continued  in  piano,  theory,  harmony,  counterpoint 
and  other  required  subjects,  led  Bream  to  an  interest 
in  the  lute.  It  was  his  lute  playing,  and  a  series  of 
recitals  with  Peter  Pears,  noted  English  tenor,  which 
brought  about  friendships  with  such  composers  as 
William  Walton,  Benjamin  Britten,  and  Hans  Werner 
Henze  who  wrote  for  him  a  number  of  special  songs. 

Recordings,  recitals,  radio  and  television  appear- 
ances all  followed  Bream's  early  successes  and  opened 
the  road  to  the  establishment  of  the  Julian  Bream 
Consort  whose  recordings  of  Elizabethan  music  won 
the  1963  award  as  "the  best  recorded  chamber  music" 
of  the  year.  According  to  The  New  York  Times, 
"Julian  Bream  is  a  great  musical  interpreter  of  our 
time.  To  speak  of  the  British  performer  as  a  virtuoso 
in  the  conventional  sense  would  be  to  misrepresent  the 
nature  of  his  high  art,  for  Mr.  Bream's  virtuosity  is 
of  the  sort  that  deflects  attention  from  itself.  He 
constantly  focuses  attention  upon  the  music  itself 
pointing  up  its  pathos,  humor,  vivacity,  dignity,  or 
whatever  it  may  have  to  express."

These  circum- 
stances lead  to  poverty  and  unhappiness  in  the  former 
case,  and  to  well  being  aud  happiness  in  the  latter. 
This  film  was  produced  and  acted  in  Jamaica  with 
the  assistance  of  Kurt  Back  of  the  Department  of 
Sociology  as  a  part  of  the  Jamaican  human  fertility 
study.

CLASSICAL  MUSIC  OF  INDIA 
ALI  AKBAR  KHAN,  SARODIST 

The  Student  Union  Performing  Arts  Committee, 
with  assistance  from  the  Duke  Program  in  Compara- 
tive Studies  on  Southern  Asia,  will  present  India's 
internationally  known  master  of  the  sarod,  Usted  Ali 
Akbar  Khan  and  his  accompanists  in  a  concert  on 
Tuesday,  November  28th  at  8:15  p.m.  in  Page  Audi- 
torium. The  concert  is  open  to  the  public  without 
charge  and  an  especial  invitation  is  extended  to  the 
entire  community  to  hear  these  world  famous  artists 
in  their  presentation  of  Indian  Classical  Music. 

Private  patronage  by  the  courts  marked  the  history 
of  Indian  classical  music  up  to  the  last  days  of  the 
Raj.  Born  into  this  tradition,  Usted  Ali  Akbar  Khan 
was  to  become  the  court  musician  for  the  Maharaja  of 
Jodhpur.  With  the  coming  of  Independence  in  1947 
the  world  gave  witness  to  the  public  debut  of  the 
musical  glory  of  India  that  was  for  so  long  confined 
by  the  palace  walls.  Ali  Akbar  received  immediate 
international  acclaim  as  a  master  musician  following 
his  1955  U.  S.  premiere  performance  at  the  special 
request  of  Yehudi  Menuhin  in  New  York 's  Museum  of 
Modern  Art. 

The  Ustad  (Persian  for  Maestro)  was  three  years 
old  when  he  started  his  career  as  a  student  of  his 
father,  Dr.  Padma  Bhusan  Allauddin  Khan,  ac- 
knowledged to  be  the  greatest  figure  in  North  Indian 
music  this  century.  Dr.  Khan's  influence  is  felt 
throughout  India  and  many  of  its  finest  musicians  are 
his  disciples :  first  and  foremost,  his  son,  Ali  Akbar 
Khan,  his  daughter,  Annapurna  (wife  of  Ravi  Shan- 
kar),  Ravi  Shankar,  Pannalal  Ghosh,  Timir  Baran, 
Ashish  Kumar  (his  grandson,  the  son  of  Ali  Akbar), 
and  many  others.  Ali  Akbar  Khan  first  performed 
at  Allahabad  in  1936  at  the  age  of  14.  Since  then  he 
has  gone  on  to  win  many  of  India's  highest  awards 
crowned  by  his  acceptance  of  the  1963  President  of 
India  award.  His  reputation  as  a  composer  is  equally 
impressive  with  scores  for  many  distinguished  films  as 
well  as  compositions  for  All  India  Radio  to  his  credit. 
He  received  a  special  award  for  his  music  in  the 
film  version  of  Rabindranath  Tagore's  "Hungry 
Stones." 

In  1956  Ustad  Khan  founded  the  Ali  Akbar  Khan 
College  of  Music  in  Calcutta  to  further  knowledge  and 
appreciation  of  Indian  music.     To  this  end  Ali  Akbar 
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has  toured  extensively  in  Asia,  Africa,  Europe, 
Australia  aud  the  United  States.  He  has  conducted 
seminars  at  Montreal  and  McGill  Universities  in 
Canada,  appeared  at  the  Bath  and  Edinburgh  Festi- 
vals in  England,  participated  in  the  East-West  Music 
Encounter  in  Tokyo,  and  in  1964  he  was  sponsored  by 
UNESCO.  During  the  summers  of  1965  and  1966 
Khan  headed  the  music  faculty  of  the  American 
Society  for  Eastern  Arts '  Summer  School  in  Berkeley, 
California. 

The  two  accompanying  artists  are  Pandit  Maha- 
purush  Misra  and  Rajdulari  Khan.  Pandit  Maha- 
purush  Misra,  perhaps  the  greatest  tabla  (North 
Indian  drum)  player  in  India  and  currently  a  pro- 
fessor at  the  Ali  Akbar  Khan  College  of  Music  in 
Calcutta.  Misra 's  title  Pandit  is  the  approximate 
Hindu  equivalent  of  the  generally  Moslem  "Ustad" 
i  Persian  for  Maestro).  Rajdulari  Khan  is  one  of  the 
most  talented  Indian  women  in  Music.  She  started 
singing  at  the  early  age  of  eight  under  the  able 
guidance  of  the  famous  Dhrupad  singer  of  India, 
Moinuddin  Dagar  and  has  won  numerous  awards  in 
All  India  Music  Competitions.  As  wife  of  the  sarod 
virtuoso  of  world  wide  fame,  Ali  Akbar  Khan, 
Rajdulari  Khan  continued  her  study  of  classical  and 
light  classical  music.  She  has  earned  recognition  as  a 
solo  performer  possessing  genuine  artistic  merit  and 
as  an  accompanist  appearing  often  with  Ali  Akbar. 
In  1959  Rajdulari  Khan  toured  East  African  States, 
United  Kingdom,  France,  Germany,  Holland  and 
many  other  countries  as  an  accompanying  artist  to 
her  husband.  During  Ali  Akbar 's  1966  tour,  Rajdu- 
lari Khan  will  accompany  her  husband  on  the  tam- 
boura  and  appear  as  a  solo  vocalist  at  each  perfor- 
mance.

Arturo  Esquerra  was  born  in  1939  in  Baran- 
quilla,  Colombia  where  the  young  South  American 
received  his  early  education.  In  Bogota  he  studied 
art  briefly  with  Alejandro  Obregon,  Colombia's  lead- 
ing painter.  Here  he  also  held  a  number  of  exhibi- 
tions which  met  with  tremendous  success.  Esquerra 
came  to  Washington  in  the  past  year  where  he  com- 
pleted a  large  group  of  works  from  which  this  col- 
lection was  selected.  He  is  presently  working  in 
graphic  media  with  Mauricio  Lasansky  at  the  De- 
partment of  Art,  University  of  Iowa.
